The majority of the voters were

More than a few youngsters who

Courtney and his supporters, for 
a moment, thought that they had 
won the first liquor article - that 
of allowing the Casa Di Fior to sell 
beverages at tables, There were 
251 Ayes to 246 Nays, 

Subsequent recounts changed the 
tally, with the third vote being 
247 Aye and 254 Nay, 

The third session had been held

There were two School Commit- 
tee meetings, last Thursday, in the 
Roman House, one being that of the 
regularly elected School Commit- 
tee of Wilmington, and the other 
being the School Committee which 
was elected by the High School 
students, They got along very 
well, The student School Com- 
mittee was headed by Chairman 
Seve McCue, with Steven Coolidge, 
Polly Currier, Nancy 
Joyce Maclver and Kathy Ross as 
members, Also present was Jim 
who was elected to the 
Student Conservation Commission, 

A four item agenda was present- 
ee by the students, 

Suspension led the list, B was 
also the longest discussed, Miss 
Maclver told the School Commit- 
tee that In-School Suspension, as 
presently used in Wilmington High 
Seheol, does not do the job it is 
intended to do, 

A student, she said, must sit in 
@ class room all day, and thus miss 
his regular classes, Even though 
a student does get a 75% mark for 
the day, this still does not seem 
to be the way to handle discipline, 
Further, she said, she would pre- 
fer some type of Student Court, 
to handle suspension problems, 

Steve McCue presented a guide 
Ime for Student Courts, k would 
consist of two members from each 
class, with two teachers for ad- 
visors, There could probably be 
someone to defend the accused 
student, too, he suggested, 

This Court, McCue said, should 
make decisions on anything great- 
er than a three-day suspension, 

The students felt thatthe order 
of punishment should be: Warnings; 
Probation; Detention; Removal of 
Priviliges; Suspension, and Expul- 
ston, 

Truant students would not be 
allowed to make up their work, 

‘The whole idea ofa Student Court 
Miss Currier said, was to provide 
a student an opportunity to speak 
up in his own defense, 

‘This was in reply to a question 
from John Brooks, chairman ofthe 
School Committee, who wanted to 
know why the students felt they 
needed a Student Court, Miss Cur- 
rier said the students could then 
speak more freely. 

There was a lengthy discussion 
between the two School Committees

as to how such a court could be 
handled. Questions arose as to 
whether or not the student body 
would accept such a proposal, and 
there were suggestions made as 
to the types ofoffenses which could 
be handled, and the various me- 
thods now used to work with the 
discipline problem,

ter communications could be main- 
tained ff the students played apart 
in the handling of discipline. 

Miss Diana Imbimbo of the 
School Committee wanted to know 
if the students would prefer a

Saturday’s Session 


Article 60 was the big issue on 
Saturday, which was. defeated by 
being twenty five votes short of 
the’ two thirds majority required, 
Mrs, McKie, chairman ofthe Plan- 
ning Board, asked for a recount, 
and the vote was verified by an 
even wider margin, 

Former Town Counsel Philip 
Buzzell, former Selectman Rene 
Larivee and Stanley Webber were 
the principal opponents, 

All three of the principal boards 
on the podium were for the Flood 
Plain Zoning, and members ofeach 
board urged its passage, 

Over twenty voters discussed 
more than two hours, 


Article 13 
George Boylen won in his at- 
tempt to make the corner of Sun- 
crest Avenue and West Street into 
town property, for conservation 
and recreational purposes, Article 
13 had been tabled the previous 
Saturday, but last Saturday when 
it was again brought up the Fi- 
nance Committee backed Boylen, 
and the $1,650 necessary, 
A move by Chief of Police Paul 
lynch to reconsider his salary 
lost. 


Other Articles 

Neither the Finance Committee 
nor the voters would budge, and 
grant the TM money to buy a new 
brush Fire Truck, and a new 
Sweeper for the Highway Depart- 
ment. In other articles having to 
do with the purchase of equipment 
Morris bowed to.the dictates of 
the Finance Committee and the 
articles were passed over, 

Disagreement over facts was 
voiced, during the discussion ofthe 
new fire truck and sweeper, Morris 
described it as part of the ‘first 
line’ equipment which was needed 
to be brought up to date, Fire 
Chief Boudreau told the Meeting 
that the price goes up.each year, 
and since 1968 has climbed $4,000. 

Dick Barry of the Finance Com- 
mittee said he had visited the Fire 
House, and found that the truck 
could last another two years, The 
tank and the engine had been re~ 
placed within the past five years, 

The disagreement on the sweep- 
er found the Finance Committee 
critical because it was only three 
years old, and ft was in vain that

Sterling Morris and Bob Palmer 
explained that it worked under un- 
usual conditions of dirt and dust, 
with ofl changes needed every 
week, Barry of the Finance Com- 
mittee said it been purchased for 
a seven year use, and the town 
agreed with him, 

The Wilmington Grange property 
on Wildwood Street was purchased 
for school purposes, Last year’s 
vote had not mentioned the purpose 
and {t had to be revoted, The town 
is also giving land in exchange, on 
lower Main Street, near the Wo- 
burn Line, 

Street acceptances proved to be 
no difficulty, except in the case of 
Hopkins Street, which the Town 
Meeting turned down, after there 
had been remarks about theland 
being taken from only one side of 
the street, 

TM Morris severely questioned 
the wisdom of rejecting the street, 
He said the street was only 18 to 
20 feet wide in places, and that 
school buses would be using the 
street, which he described as a 
‘hazard to life’ Town Engineer 
Arthur Harding agreed, 

The article was for road layout 
only, with $11,700 being involved 
only for the damages of the land 
taking necessary, 

The town authorized that there 
be a question on the November bal- 
lots over the discontinuance of 
MBTA service, under Article 47,

SILC Hears the MBTA 


Representatives of SILC, the 
Suburban Inter-Town Liason Com- 
mittee, met with Joseph Kelley 
Comptroller and Treasurer ofthe” 
MBTA on March 18th, The only 
a rep reeachative to be 
present was Gordon Hayward of 
‘Thrush Road, 5 


Unlike the meeting of several 
months past, with representatives 
of the Massachusetts Department 
of Public Works, this meeting pro- 
ceeded smoothly, andthe members 
of SILC were impressed by the 
co-operation of Mr, Kelley, 

Mr, Kelley told of the formation 
of the MBTA, and how it had ar- 
rived at its present position, He 
also handed out a schedule of the 
costs of the MBTA system, and 
how the costs are divided into the 
79 cities and towns in the system, 
Wilmington’s 1970 Estimated As- 
sessment was shown at $92,342, 
an increase of $91,667 from. the 
figure of 1964, 

In 1964 there were a total of 14 
towns and cities in the MTA, the 
predecesor of the present MBTA, 
% was at that time that the MBTA 

“was created, and enlarged to in- 
clude 79 towns and cities, R was 
at that time that the railroads 
leading into Boston, such as the 
Boston & Maine, became a part 
of the MBTA, 

At the present time the MBTA 
1s dealing with 27 unions, some 
of them having been taken over 
from the Eastern Mass Street 
Railway, which was acquired in 

90% of the cost of the MBTA 
services comes from the proceeds 
of the cigarette tax, which Kelley 
expects will dwindle in the future, 
The remaining 10% is assessed to 
the communities, 

On the B&M service, 25% of the 
charges to a given community are 
based on a commuter count, and 
the remaining on a boarder count, 
allocated where possible by use of 
anuto registration numbers for the « 
community in which the commuter 
resides, Once a year the MBTA 
tries to check registration plates 
in the parking areas near the MBTA 
stations,
